Seven guest speakers, men 
who have distinguished them- 
selves as contributors to the 
field of human communicative be- 
havior, will have spoken on cam- 
pus between Tuesday, October 31 
and Tuesday, November 21, 

Communication Research 
Center will be the host group, 
in cooperation with the Cultural 
Programs Committee, and sup- 
ported by the Associated Stu- 
dents of Sacramento State Col- 
lege, 

Nathan Maccoby, professor of 
Communication, Institute for 
Communication Research, Stan- 
ford University was the first 
guest speaker, He spoke on ‘‘Re- 
cent Developments in Communi- 
cation Research’ 

The second guest speaker was 
Reuben Mehling, professor of 
journalism and communication, 
California State College, Hay- 
ward, Mehling’s topic was ‘‘In- 
ternational Communication.’’ 


Gary L. Cronkhite, professor 
of rhetoric and public address, 
Illinois State University, is 
scheduled to speak Tuesday, No- 
vember 7, at 1 p.m., in the Lit- 
tle Theatre, His topic will be ‘* At- 
titudes and Other Mythical Con- 
cepts in Communication,’’ Cron- 
khite will meet students and fac- 
ulty members in the Del Rio 
Room from 2 to 3 p.m, for an 
informal discussion and coffee 
break, 


There will be a change of 
place and time for the fourth 
speaker, Joseph A, Robinson, 
Robinson, the president of Joseph 
A. Robinson Associates, Con- 
sultants in Management Com- 
munication, will speak Thursday 
November 9, in Physics 113, from 
8 to 9 p.m, His topic will be 
«Management Communication,’’

normally closed at this hour, 
t! » will be no informal dis- 
cussion and coffee hour, 

Robinson, a gradute of UC at 
Berkeley, won his degree ink lec- 
trical Engineering and Business 
Administration, He has been an 
officer and director of the San 
Francisco Chapter, Society for 
the Advancement of Management, 
and the Institute of Electrical 
and Electronic Engineers. 

Before establishing his own 
firm, Robinson held many posi- 
tions, including five years as 
Western Editor, ‘‘Electrical 
World,’’ McGraw-Hill Publish- 
ing Company, and five years with 
General Electric as engineer and 
sales engineer. 

Alfred C, Smith, professor of 
anthropology at the University of 
Oregon, will be on campus Tues- 
day, November 14, to speak on 
“*Conflict, Control and Communi- 
cation,’’ Smith will speak in 
Physics 111, at 1 p.m. There 
will be an informal discussion 
and coffee hour in the Ribera 
Room at 2 p.m, 

Halbert E. Culley, professer 
of rhetoric, Colorado State Uni- 
versity, will speak on “‘Com- 
munication Assessment: The Mu- 
tuality of Experimental and His- 
torical-Rhetorical Method,’’ He 
will speak in the Little Theatre, 
at 1 p.m, on Thursday, Novem- 
ber 16. He will meet students 
and faculty members in the Ri- 
bera Room at 2 p.m.

A ‘Sacramento Citizens For 
Kennedy Office was officially 
openedi last week at Holiday Inn 
North, #220, in Sacramento, 

Its purpose is to elect a slate 
of delegates favorable to Robert 
F. Kennedy in the California 
primaries, Mrs Riordan, chair- 
man of the Sacramento § area 
drive, commented that she was 
pleased with the enthusiasm 
shown by rank and file Democrats 
throughout the state and that 
ten chapters have been formed 
in California, Over 600 former 
delegates and alternates to the 
Democratic Nationa) Conventions 
have pledged support. 

In every city throughout the 
country where a C,}F,R, chapter 
exists a mock election was held 


November 4th between Kennedy 
and Lyndon Johnson, President 
Johnson was invited to send an 
inspection team down to super- 
vise the voting. 

Commenting on the prospects 
of a battle between L.B.J, and 
R.F.K, for the presidential nom- 
ination, Lou Mendonsa, SS( 
Young Democrats president, 
said, ‘‘] am in favor of Kennedy 
running for President but I am 
not in favor of him running against 
Johnson,”’ 

Mendonza believes that 
Kennedy will probably be beaten 
by Johnson in the primary and 
a division would be created in 
the Democratic Party, Local 
politicians could also be beaten 
because of the rift in the party,

To some, it may be embarrass- 
ing. To all, it’il be important.’’ 


“It’s not a series designed 
for adults only. It’s not a pro- 
gram designed to be sensational, 
ever though some of the activities 
we ali like to keep secret will 
be discussed openly. This will 
be done because we’|l] be dealing 
in an area where silence can 
kill,”’

documentary series, ‘‘The V.D. 
Epidemic,’’ scheduled to be 
broadcast on KERS-FM begin- 
ning Thursday, November 9 and 
Sunday, November 12 at 6:30 p.m. 

Reporter Walter McGraw hosts 
the discussion about one of the 
nation’s most serious health 
problems during the six-week 
documentary series, 

The first program, ‘‘The VD, 
Problem;; discusses the various 
diseases, their signs, symptoms 
and cures, as well asthe public’s 
apathy toward VD. 

“The Great Almost Victory’’ 
tells of man’s fight against 
veneral disease from biblical 
times to the present, in the 
second program, The third 
documentary, Tee 6s Be 
Detectives”’ discusses the 
methods epidemiologists 
throughout the world use totrace 
dowa sources of VU, infection, 
Host Walter McGraw interviews 
\V.D. detectives from San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago, New York, Paris, 
London and Brussels, 

The history of public apathy 
towards V,D, and broadcasting’s 
role in contributing to the de- 
crease in V.V, incidence in the 
early 1950's will be featured in 
the fourth program. 








*“*V.D. and the Schoois’’ will 
be discussed with William 
Schwartz of the U.S, Communica- 
ble Disease Center; Dr. Irwin 
Braff of the San Francisco Board 
of Health; Dr. Bergen Evans of 
Northwestern University; Helen 
Henken, vice-president of the 
United Parents Association with 
Sister Mary Lewis of St. 
Vincent’s Hospital, New York 
and Tom Thiebaut of the Chicago 
Department of Health. The guests 
wiil be panel members during the 
fifth documentary.

Bill Schmidt, the representative who pro- 
posed putting the marijuana plebiscite on the 


recent ASSSC election ballot 


argues that a 


plurality of the studnets who cast ballots want 
the use of marijuana legalized, However, the 
ballot showed some other facts to be fare more 


important. 


A majority of the students voted that the use 
of marijuana should remain a crime. However, 
a majority of the students polled also felt that 
a liberalization of the marijuana laws is inorder. 


One 


arguement used by 


advocates of the 


legalizatiin of marijuana is that there is no 
medical proof that marijuana itself is harmful 
to human beings. That same arguement, however, 
will show that there has not been a thorough in- 
vestigation and experimentation into the effects 
of marijuana, Until marijuana is shwn to be 
harmless—something which is now purely con- 
yecture—its use and possession should not be 


legalized, 


Conversely, present laws dealing with the use 
of marijuana are much too strict, Should a girl 
who is caught in a room with a joint in her hand 
be charged with a felony? Law enforcement 
officials and legal counsel across the nation 
have endorsed a relaxation of the pot laws, 

If the ASSSC must make a ruling onthe issue, 
it should take a hard look at the hard facts. The 
members should recommend the liberalization 
of marijuana laws—not the obliteration of them.

Staff this semester is the best 
I have seen it, It is respon- 
Sive to the students and their 
views and is very objective, 
This being the case, I am sure 
anything the Hornet might door 
Suggest to alleviate the traf- 
fic problem on campus would 
be greatly appreciated by the 
entire student body, 

I am not one of those who 
complain and offer no sug- 
gestions for improving the situ- 
ation, Among suggestions that 
might be considered could be 
the following: 

Numbering all parking 
Spaces and cars so that every- 
one knows his space and there 
is no running around looking for 
aid in the 
plugging up inlets and outlets 
to the parking lots as well as 
the thruways, 

Parking stickers similar to 
the ones used at the Sacramento 
Army Depot where the lots are 
numbered and the year (or se- 
mestee in our case) are af- 
fixed to the main sticker every 
Six months or a year, Ali lots 
on campus could be numbered 
and the number of spaces ap- 
portioned out — the closest 
going to Seniors andGraduates, 
etc, This also would eliminate 
cruising around the lots, plug- 
ged outlets and inlets, and 
everyone would know they hada 
spot and could go directly to 
that spot without tying up traf- 
fic cruising around or stopping 
and waiting in the lot for aplace 
to open up,

I have seen our 
campus police go by congested 
intersections where cars are

important use of their time, 
After all, it would only take 
ten minutes and leave ther

If one can accurately judge 
what is recorded in this college 
newspaper, it seems that our 
Student Senate has so little to 
do in light of campus probiems to 
concern itself on issues of inter- 
national interest — for example 
ending the Viet Nam Bombings. 
It seems logical that it would be 
more highly advantageous to con- 
solidate interest on this campus 
in reference to campus problems 
— the facultys’ quest for collec- 
tive bargaining rights, a*hletic 
department co-ordination, as 
well as specifications to campus 
protests and demonstrations. 

Perhaps our Senate should re- 
examine its original interest and 
follow its original intent instead 
of placing primary concern on 
problems which they are unable 
to solve or successfully produce 
Significant attack. 

Perhaps our BOJ has ruled 
itself out of practical existence. 
Phe primary question of the

C, Mason Harvey, a prominent 
lecturer on subjects concerning 
the problems of youth, will speak 
at the Fremont Church, 5770 
Carlson Drive, on Sunday even- 
ing, November 12, at 7:30 p.m. 
in the sanctuary. 

The subject of his talk will 
be ‘‘Are You Part Of The Problem 
Or Part Of The Answer’’’ It 
will deal mainly with drugs and 
his experience at the Synanon 
Foundation. 

Harvey was graduated from 
Occidental College in 1942, 
Following 32 months in the Navy 
during World War Il, he became 
an instructor in speech and 
psychology at Occidental, Two 
years later he went to l’rinceton 
Theologica! Seminary and re- 
ceived his 1.D, degree in 1951, 
Upon graduation, he went to 
Denver to become Minister of 
Youth at the fifth largest Pres- 
byterian church in the country, 

In 1959 he continued his youth 
work at Synanon, a rehabilitation 
center for drug addiction in Santa 
Monica. It has been the ex- 
perience at Synanon that forms 
the basis for quite a few of his 
talks. He is considered by many 
to be an authority in the field 
because of his intimate acquaint- 
ance with over 500 addicted 
people in the last five years,

He asked the question, ‘‘Who is 
more important, the individual 
or the nation?’’ 

Students should be encouraged 
to head home, he said. On this 
campus now we have 200 students 
from 40 different countries. 
These countries are growing, and 
the returning students will most 
likely become significant leaders 
if they return home, 

Countries need to instill 
allegiance in their own students, 
Irvine recommended, Informa- 
tion from home is necessary to 
keep the student informed on 
what is happening at home.

Thirteen California gover- 
nors’ families, from George Par- 
dee to Ronald Reagan, have lived 
in the Executive Mansion, 
and taking a tour through this 
historical monument is like a 
visit with each of these fam- 
ilies, 

However, the

that the Mansion is open for daily

In its 62-year history as a 
home for California governors
